LoNTJON, June 12.— In the House of 

Coiiimone in reply to questions in re- 
gard to the wholesale sheddins; of blood 
in xAIatabeleland, Ki^jht Hon. Mr. Chani- 
berlain said that he declined to give in- 
struetiona to Major General Sir Freiler- 
iek Corrington, commanding the Briti.sh 
forces in Matabeleland, to enter into any 
negotiations for the coneliision of jiencf 
with the Matalielo. But, ho said, im 
consideration of hiinianity would lie for- 
gotten HO far as might he consistent wifli 
the fiuiipression of the Alatahele rebel- 
lion ami the jiunishinciit of native as- 
sassins. 

The ^Marquis of Salisbury, in tlie 
House of Lords, replying to Lord Rose 
bery, said that lor a long time he has 
been of opinion that sooner or later 
would be necessary to take steps to 
make a claini for the Egyjjtian territory 
lost in 1882 and 1884. IMany reasons 
counselled delay, but tho governnienl 
was sudilenly confronted by the fact that 
Kassala was threatened, and that there 
was every probability that it would be 
carried and a friglitful catastrojihe fol- 
low. The e.xiicilition up the Xile, he 
continued, was ordered because the gov- 
ernment felt that tho interests of Egypt 
were at stake and those of Italy afl'ected. 

The occupation of Dongola, he point- 
ed out, would increase Egyptian com- 
merce and prevent incursions of the 
Dervishes. Confinning, tlie Premier 
saiil that Sir Herbert Kitchener had 
been instructed not to go beyond Don- 
gola, but up to that point the Sirdar had a 
free hand. Finally the Marquis of Salis- 
bury distinctly Stated that be did not 
pledge the government to a forward pol- 
icy beyond Dongola this year, next year 
or any year. Later, however, the i\Iar- 
(uis of Salisbury said : " Our objective 
ternr-iis is at Dongola, but it may be 
that we or our suceeseors may be pre- 
pared to uo further. In niv opinion, wc 
shall not have restored Egypt to the 
position in which we leceivetl her and 
shall not place her in the position of 
safety which is her due until the Egyp- 
tian flag floats over Khartoum. 

The Westminster Gazette says thai 
LortI Siilisbury has called a meeting of 
the leaders of tho ministerial party to 
take place at the foreign oHice on .Iniie 
15 for' the purpose of discussing the 
position of the party. The meetint; wii.« 
called, the Gazette asserts, in conse- 
quence of the discontent of many mem- 
bers of the House of Commons over the 
mismanagement of the legislative pro-' 
gramme of the government. 

The Brussels Courier announces that 
a papal encyclical on the unity of the 
churches and the supremacy of the Sec 
of Koine will shortly bo issued in Latin. 
The document is now complete and is 
being transhited into various languages. 
It is lijnjjtliy and is a doctrinal worlc, in 
wdiich till' I'npc's intention is to 
prove tlie sn[)ri'iiiacy of the Pajial Sec 
j iiy ninnerou.s iiuntatinns drawn from the 
I tircek fathers and the ancient Oriental 
j liturgy. Cojiies of the encyclical 
I will be forwarded to all rei^Ti- 
ing sovereigns, also to the heads 
of dissenting churches, because the lead- 
ing aim of the document is to bring 
about a union of the various (dmrches 
with Home, and to show why union i^ 
nece.-isary. The Tope starts from the 
fiindaiiieiitiil pi iiu-ipli' that the cliurcli 
must, hi! one, and .-■cts forth the es.sentiiil 
fealiirt: of unity of doctrine of faith. He 
makes an appeal to all well wishers of 
humanity to work for this end. 

\ special dispatch from I'retoria says 
Itiiit as soon as l be deci.'iion of the execu- 
tive council to release .John Hays Haiu- 
niond, (icii.

Secretary of State Chamberlain 
Takeu to Task by Ex-Secre- 
tary Asquitb. 



London, June 12. — ^The Congress of 
Commerce assembled this morning for 
the fourth and final sitting under the 
presidency of Sir Albert Kaye Kollit. 
The speeches of the Canadians who made 
the savage atUick on the United States 
and condemned the idea of international 
arbitration on the ground of the non- 
payment of the Behring sea award are 
commented on with disfavor by the sev- 
eral morning papers. 

A resolution liaving for its effect that, 
so far as possible, the most important 
inter-imperial postal and telegraph 
routes be established between Great 
Britain and the colonies, as well aa be- 
tween the colonies themselves without 
such routes passing through other coun- 
tries, was ado))ted. 

The following resolution, introduced 
liy tho London Chamber of Commerce, 
relating to bills of lading, was then 
adopted: " That this congress express 
strong disapproval of tlie method atlopt- 
ed in the bills of lading insertingclauses 
liy which contracting ship owners are 
practically freed from all liability, and 
requests the London Chamber of Coui- 
iiierce to have a conference with ship 
owners in order to eliminate these 
clauses, or failing such conference, to 
introduce a bill into parliament defining 
the liability of ship owners." 

The motion of the Liverpool Incorpor- 
ated Chamber of Commerce, regarding 
the rule of the road at sea, was adopted. 

Another motion was: "That inas- 
much as the ,'^ystem of snund signals for 
use in fog, proposed at tho Washington 
conference, has been condemned as dan- 
gerous and useless by all classes directly 
responsible for the safety of the mer- 
cantile marine of this country, and the 
shipping interests of many other coun- 
tries, it is expedient tbat the British 
u'overnment should endeavor to secure 
the consent of all foreign powers to the 
withilrawal of the proposed new sound 
itrnals.'' 

Mr. .lohn Williams, for the Leeds 
chamber of commerce, submitted tho 
following motion : " That connection by 

lilway from a seaport in British with 
Southwest China at Suininao is greatly 
luireil in order to open out the trade 
of our new territorier; in the basin of the 
.Mekong, and to enable the manufac- 
turers of the etnpire to compete with 
those of France in Northern Siam and 
Southwest China." The resolution was 
adopted. 

At the closing sitting of the congress 
this afternoon Hon. T. M. Daly, ex- 
minister of the ibterior for Canada, 
moved a resolution favoring eneourage- 
inentof immigration to Canada from 
Creat Britain. Mr. Arnold, of Toronto, 
speaking to the resolution, urged tlie 
advisability of British capitalists invest- 
ing their monej' in Canada as an in- 
ducement to immigration from lOnglanil. 

Throughout the four days' proceedings 
of the conference the Canadian dele- 
gates have ably held their own, and all 
express the greatest satisfaction that so 
many Canadian (luestions have been 
considered favorably. 

Sir Donald Smith, Canadian high cora- 
missionerproposedthat the nextcongress 
he held in Canada. The conference clos- 
ed with the singing of the national an- 
them at Mr. Daly's request, the chair- 
man leading. 

In a sjieech at Reading Mr. Henry As- 
(|uitli, late Idlieral fiome secretary, to ik 
no the L'aiintlet thrown down by Mr. 
Chamberlain in bis remarks regarding 
the institution of a zolleverein at the 
first day's congi-essof the colonial cham- 
ber of commerce. 

Mr. Asquitb declared that it was evi- 
dent that Britain was on the threshold 
of a tariff contest, and further said tliat 
the Liberal party would fight to the 
death any form of protection. He said 
that he was surprised that the congress 
had revealed such adoteriiiinatioiiof the 
colonies, Canada especially, to insist on 
some fortri of a mutually protective tar- 
iff as a pi-iceof continued union with the 
mother country, and he ^as further in- 
dignant at the outbursts against the 
United States on the part of Canadians, 
which were features of yesterday's ])ro. 
ceedings of the congress. The remarks 
of Frank Ariioldi, Ci.C, of Toronto, 
were vehement in the extreme, lie 
said that tboULdi the idea was scoffed at 
in England, it is true that a possibility 
exists of the States trying to absorb Can- 
ada and accomplish it by force.

After sponditi;:; ton days in the hear- 
ing of evicleiu'o, and six and thrce-iiuar- 
tor hours in tlclibonvLioii uDoii llu; testi- 
mony aililnuud, tlie corouer'a jury cin- 
>pannelled to fix ihe respoasibility for 
the fatality of May 26 at Point Elliee 
liridge, yeaterday afternoon brou^iit in 
their verdict and wero disiiiistjud from 
furtfier lUtendanee. Tlie limliii[r IkiIiIb 
the Consolidated lOleutric Uailway Co. 
directly respoiisiljle for the catastrophe, 
tlie City CoiUK-il of Victoria btiiiig found 
guilty of (^oiiti il)utory neglitjeiico ; iiiul is 
iu full 113 follows : 

" We, the under.-iij^ned nicuibers of tlio 
coroner's jury eiiipiuielled to iiuiiiiii) 
into the cui^e of the death of Ihury 
Talbot, Gei>r};e Farr and otliur.s, beini; 
duly Bworn , liiid as follows, in mrcoril- 
anuo Willi the oatli iidiuinistered, iitid 
in accordance with the evidence pro- 
duced before u.s, to wit : 

"Tliat the said Hurry Talbot, Geoi^e 
Farr and others came to their death by 
drowning, the re.sult of the iiccitlent 
•\vhicli befell ilie Point Mllico bridf^e at 
or alxjut two o'clock of the afternoon of 
Tuesday, the 2Gili day of May lust ; 

" That the faid accident was the re- 
sult of the sudden c dlapjeof the eastern 
Whipple truss of the said bridge, and was 
causea by the weight of car No. 1ft of the 
Consolidated Electric Railway Com- 
pany and its iinnieiise load of passon- 
gers, which wa.s in (!.>cce33of the ciipiiidty 
of the bridi^e in (luestion as ori'^inally 
tonatructcd, and that the said Consoli- 
dated l'',leclric Railway Company is 
guilty of neylisrcnce in not liaviiiu' tai;f'U 
proper precautions for the safe comlnet 
of its passenficrs accordingly; 

"That car Xuiiiher 10 wasdiinporonsly 
overloaded with passen(,'ers, ami iu the 
interest of public safely it is imperative 
that restrictions should be imposed upi'u 
thetrafhcof this and similar eorjiora- 
tion^ in the future. 

" Furthermore, it ie manifestly the 
duty of all oorp jrationa of this kind who 
are entrusted with the safety of human 
lives to see that all roads and bridges 
over which it passes are in a safe con- 
dition, and to take such steps as are 
necessary to ensure this condition of 
thinga beinK carried on by the proper 
authorities. 

" That the said bridge b('in>» within 
the limits of the city of Victoria, the 
city council haviii<^ aasnmed control of 
the said l^oint, ICllice bridj^e, it was man- 
ifestly their duty to the public to main- 
tain it in a proper Htale of repair ami 
efiicieney, and to take steps to restrict 
the traffic of the said railway company 
within the limits of safety to the struc- 
ture, and consequently of the public ; 

" That if they <lo not possess this 
power legally, it was and is their duty to 
obtain this power by legislation accord- 
ingly, as it ia to the mayor and council 
that the citizena look for protection in 
matters of this kind against the Imposi- 
tion and iiiiuses of corporations enjoylnir 
privilei;e3 within the city for their iirolil 
lUid advantage; 

" Tliat Itie ljridi;e in (juestioii wai 
adequate in strenulh to the ordinarv 
tratiic for wliicli it. wa-i const nicted and 
was under ordinary ci nuiiiKStancos suit- 
able for the ordinary railway traltic for 
'Which the railway coininuiy olitaiiicd 
permiSBion to use it from the <;iiVfrn- 
'ment department for wlioni it; was con- 
structed; but the design waa poor, ilic 
Bysteoi of construction obsolete, and the 
contract was not carried out according 
to specification by the contractors. 

" \Ve desire to call attention to and to 
condemn the system of public works 
which has been an<l we believe now is 
in vogue in the jjublic works departiiKitit 
of the city. We linil that the city cii}:in- 
eer and li'ead^ of tlepartmeiit.'i under liiin 
who sliould be held personaliy n'Si)i)nHi- 
ble for the «ooc| and ellicient execution 
ofthedetaila of tlieir department, an; 
so hampered and interfered witli by nii- 
technical, elective superiors, that they 
are without antliority necessary to carry 
on their work, and are conser]ueiitly 
without responsibility, which is certain- 
ly not conducive to nood results. 

" We forther find occasion, in the in- 
terests of public safety, to call attention 
to the fact that the government depart- 
ment under which this bridge was con- 
structed did not exercise proper super- 
vision over the const rnclion of saine, 
particularly in the uuittiir of ironwork. 
We tinil that the specilicationa call for 
weldless iron, but tliat the inmwork is 
in almost all cases welded, and in many 
cases of inferior cinalit.y, and that thi; 
factor of safety provided for in the sjieid 
fications is an unknown (juaiitity. 

" It is riuit(! evident from the evidenc;e 
produced Ijclore us, tlial tlic priiiiary 
cause of the accident, was tlie breakinjr 
of one certain iron hanger, shown as 
-number 5 on the diai^ram produced in 
'evidence, resultiiif; liimlly in the col- 
lapse of the bridge; said hunger bcint; 
Ipart of tile original construction. 

" We find therefore that, the Consol- 
idated I'jicctrii; liailway Company are 
primarily reR])i>nsi hie for the accident, 
and that the city council ia guilty of 
contributory negligence.

To this verdict the following rider was 
appended: "Wo desire to siigKcst tn 
the authorities the desirability of all 
bridges, treaties, etc., both municipal 
and the property of railway coiiioaiiio, 
being placed under oinplete govern- 
mental inspection and i;oritrol, and the 
• currviag capacity tlierjof posted there-

tenlay E. A. Wilniot, city. engineer i-yr^ 
recalled to the stand, and stated that be 
had ]iot absolute charge of his depart* 
moot. It had been the custom. oCclmir- 
raen of the various city departments to 
give directions rcirardiiii; works com ing 
under llieni; in matters not coiiaiilered 
to require parliiNilar knowledge -it en- 
gineering the chairmen have not con- 
-■idereil it lu'cessaiv always to consult 
him. He had no letler uf instructions 
iilefiniiur bin duties; he luui made re- 
c'lmnieiidatioiis, sona'lirnes to the street 
comm i itee, tliat had not been carried out. 
lie recalled Olio instance w here his plans 
were iul erfered with: he had prepared 
plana for a bridge on the Lansdowne 
road and the work was not carrieil out 
according to theiu ; the street committee 
bad power to icnore his work. He had 
no power to carry out work irrespective 
of the council — the council reserveil 
the right to dismiss his assist- 
ants without his consent. This 
bad iaconvenienced him sometimes, and 
he hud not the same authority over his 
subordinates ns if ho appointed tliem 
himself. He had been consulted about 
the appoiiuiiictil of hi;' subordinates, but 
not alway.>i. Cox, the city carpenter, 
waa in the city's employ before witness 
became cit,y engineer; streets, si<le- 
walks and l)ridues all came under Wil- 
son now. Witness' duties were tcjo 
nun'erous to allow 1dm time to 
thoroughly insjiect the liriilges. There 
was more work for him to do than ho 
could accoaij)lish iu otlice hours. He 
had never had a vacation since he had 
been appointed, not that he had been 
refused, but be bail felt he had not time 
to take one. 

Stri!' t Superinte.ident Wilson, also re- 
called, stateil that be was appointed 
hriilge inspector, his letter of appoint- 
ment stating that he was to take charge 
under Mr. gVN'il mot's instructions. In 
1K9.T as street foreman he took orders for 
trilli iig joliH from the chairman of the 
streel.M i:oiii mil tee, imt in larger ones 
ifoni Mr. Wiliiiot. Witness bad not em- 
iiloyed the men working now on the 
.lames Hay bridge. Wlieii asked how it 
was lliat Bomeouo else bad employed 
men to work on a structure 
lie liad charge of, witness replied, 
" That's what; 1 want to know niyselfV" 
Witnees considerw liimsidf resjjonsible 
for all the bridges in the city, even for 
the work being elone by those men on 
James Hay bridge; if the work waa not 
<lone properly Lie would " kick " to Mr. 
Wilrnot, and if Mr. Wilmot did not in- 
terfere that was wliere witness' respon- 
sibility ended. On important points his 
"kicks" were in writing, 'so he could 
keep a record of theui; he considered he 
should have been consulted before the 
men were eu^-'iiired to work on James 
Bay liridge. He cMiuld not call Cox a 
coiujjeteut, bridge man . 

This cmuiileliiig the testimony, the 
coroner proceeded to address llie jury. 
There were ill ice main tliiiig.s t hey h.id 
to cnnsider, lie .'^aid. I'drst, when ami 
where the persons i nto wlio.se ileatli they 
were iiujuiring came to their lieatb ; sec- 
ond, what was the cause of their death ; 
and tiiiitlly, what led to the breaking of 
the bridge. They uuiat start at the bt^- 
ginning of the history of the bridge. 
Was it, when it was built, properly con- 
Htnicted for the trathc it had to carry ; was 
it i-apableof being used for tramcnr traf- 
fic? He thought they would find that 
when the bridge was put up in 18.S5 it 
was a good eimiigh bridge for highway 
trallic, hut ii waa not built with a view 
to carrying triini car;^, As to whether it 
was fit in lSi)l) to allow tramway traftii: 
to be carried over it, there was a differ- 
ence of opinion among the witiiessca. In 
ciinsideriiig til is, they must remember 
that no expert had said that cars weigh- 
ing more tlian twelve tons should be 
permitted to run over the bridge; that 
all the exjiert lestimonv agreed that 18- 
ton car.-? were beyond the bridge's capa- 
city. When the government first gave 
permission to the tramway company to 
use the bridge the cars were email, and 
it must be considered that it was the 
duty of the company when they put on 
heavier cars to notify tlie city; but, as 
far as he knew, the company had nei- 
ther done this nor had tliey 
taken any steps towards liiiding 
out if the bridge was strung 
enough to carry thi^ lieavier cars. 
The tramway (•ompaiiy were under a 
moral (diligat ion to Ii iid out if t be liridgi- 
were safe, anil it was their legal and 
moral duly to see that the bridge was in 
a .'^afe CI aid iLion . No comnaiiy bad llie 
riubt to take it aH a matter of fact that 
brraiise tliey were givi'n .the right to run 
civcr the hridyr, the structure was safe, 
lie proceeded to read from the Criminal 
Cnde rhe followint: sections bearing on 
the broad principle of responsibility: . 

" Every one Is guilty of an indictable 
oHeticeaiid liable to two years' inipri:-- 
nicnt who, by any unlawful act, or by 
any wilful oniisHion or neirlect of iluly 
endimgers or causea to be endangered 
the safety of any person conveyed or be- 
ing in or upon a railway, or aida or 
aids or assists therein. 

" I'A'ery one who has in his charge or 
under his control anything whatever, 
whether anitnate or inanimate, or who 
erects, makes or maintains anything 
whatever which, in the aijsence of pre- 
caution or care, may endanger human 
lifi', is under legal duty to take reason- 
able precautions against, and use rea- 
sonable care to avoid, such danger, and 
is criminally responsible for theconse- 
i|iienccoi omitting, without lawful ex- 
cuse, to perf.irni tiuit ili'ty. 

" livery one who undertakes to do any 
at:t, the oiiiission to do wliiidi ia or may 
be daiigeroUH to life, is under a legal 
duty to do thiu act, and is criminally re- 
sponsible for the consi'ipieiiccs of omit- 
ting, without law ful e.'ccuse, to iieiforni 
that duty." 

Tne jury should consider whether or 
not any responfiiliility rested on tin: 
tramway company , if, when they in- 
creased the size <if their cara they took no 
precautions. The company seeuied 
neither to have consulted the city engin- 
eer nor to have tried to find out if the 
bridge was safe. Then the jury must 
find out if the bridge were niaint ined n 
a stati! of safety b^- tiiose resjjonsi ble for 
it. There was not the least doubt that 
the bridge had been utterly neglected 
from the time thai it waa liuilt and there 
had been no jiroper iiiapectioii of it. 
Whose duly was i I to keep the bridge 
in astate ol safety?The iMayorand council 
a !ie I in exa tlv the same capacity as 
the government of the c-nintry, and so 
ir 're primftiily reaponaible for the safely 
lit life i,nd property in the city. Their 
I' spm sibility wus generally shifted to 
the shouldera o£ the servants under 
itiem, lull in this particular instance 
t ere wus qnite a difference of opinion — 
son witnesses lielil that , the responsi- 
bili'v of l"'kjin.' after the bridge fell on 
the city eng' net r, others that the ci'v 
e irpenler had it under lii« charge. It 
had been atateii in evidence that the 
I ity engineer never had his duties ex- 



plained, to ; him or , deSnitely deQned, 
and.>-moTebver, it -bed been shown that 
ho was.completely under the thumb of 
the council and the streets committee, 
and it was shown that his recommenda- 
tions to the council have at times been 
CLimplctely ignored. For instance, the 
probability is thatif bis advice had been 
taken about putting in iron floor beanis 
when Ibo bridge waa repaired in IH'.rj 
would have been no inquiry 
like this to-day. Under the 
circumstanceg the Coroner could not 
see how the engineer should be held le- 
sponsible. .V man to be resnoiisiblo 
must have full control of that for which 
he waa responsible. As to llie city car- 
penter, it was too absurd to hold liiin re- 
sponaihle for Point JOllice bridge. An 
ordinary mechanic could not he expected 
to do the work of a skilled engineer. 
Then again, had the city council laken 
any steps to have the britlge iiispei:Led? 
The only thing that could be found in 
tliis connection was a report by Cox last 
year stating that the bridge was iu good 
condition ; and as the city council seem- 
ed to be eatislied with that re|)ort, it 
siH'ms to show that tlioy looked u])on 
Cox as responsible. As to the exact 
cause of the accident, whether it was a 
floor heaiii or a hanger to go lirst mat- 
tered not. The caiisi; of the accident 
was undoubtedly tluMiei;lecl to maintain 
the bridge in en eflicieiit state to do t he 
work |)Ut upon it. He would advise tiie 
jury not to put the blame on half a dozen 
liarties but to limit the responsibility as 
clearly as possible to the parties actually 
and really responsible. 

After being so instructed, the jury re- 
tired shortly before 11 o'clock, and 
alniDst si ven htuiia later relumed the 
vckI ict given above.

The Opposition (Juiulidates (iot a De- 
cidedly Cool and Undemoustra- 
tivo Reception. 



They Try to 15olstei'-Up Their Posi- 
tiou With the Usuul Stock 
Arg:uiueuts. 



The Opposition meeting at Esquimau 
last niirlit was by no means an enthusi- 
astic one. The^uiidience only numbered 
some 25 to start witli, anil a iininbor of 
these f;ot tired and left before the sijeak- 
ers got through. The ujjeakera were Dr. 
Milue, Mr. Wm. Templeman and Mr. 
A. H. Scaife, and their remarks were re- 
ceived very coldly, only occasional feeble 
applause being bestowed upon them. 

Mr. John Doran took the chair and 
called upon Dr. Milne to npeak. 

Dr. Milne opened out by snyhij; thai 
he would endeavor to shuw tliat the 
Liberals had u policy, and announced 
that that poli 'v was? t<i Kppu.se Lhi; pre- 
sent yiovernaiunt. Then he l)raiu'lied oil' 
to the Manitoba school iiueslioii, declar- 
ing that Maniloh.i Hliould be allou'cd to 
settle the matter lier.-i'h'. lie wenlinto 
the hiHtoiy of the iiiu'stiun, ii'pcatinf^ 
over ll](! arj;unienlH already n=ed ilo/.i'ns 
of times by the o])po.-itinn speak- 
ers, but broiii^ht oui nothing ne\v. 
He dropped the subject alter slalhiL' 
that his position was lliat he objected to 
any rehgion in the schools. Next he 
read the prc);4;rainme of the Liberal pariy 
as laid down at the Ottawa convention, 
and said that was liis faith. Turning to 
the tariir lie stated that he did not be- 
lieve in i'osierin<: infant industries by 
protecting them, and held that because 
wheat had (alien to 60 cents a bushel 
during the last few years protec- 
tion had not helped the farmer. 
While saying that he believed in treat; 
ing all classes alike, he proceeded to 
iirgue that the farmer shonld be helped 
b}' Ijringiiig down mannfactnrea to llie 
lowest possible jjoint. lie closed by 
going over at some length nearly the 
same remarks he had made al former 
ujeetings on the trade (]uestion. 

Mr. A. II. Scaife followed Dr. Milne. 
In hia attenij,)t to show that the Con- 
servative policy was ealcnlated to retard 
Imperial federation, Mr. Seaife quoted 
an American tail-twisting senator, 
Mr. PettiRrew, as a Canadian senator 
and gave an extract from a speech 
which described England as a bully, 
despoiling the weaker nations of the 
earth and as the great commercial rob- 
ber of the world. This ell'asion, Mr. 
Scaife declared, was made in the Cana- 
dian senate. I'ollowing this Mr. .Scaife 
dealt with the National I'olicy. It was 
started by Sir John A. .Macdonald to 
benetit the mining, the agricultural and 
the manufacturing iiuluslries, but had 
not accomplished its jjurpose. It had 
not eveu stopped the tirain on the popu- 
lation that Mr. Scaife adnntted had gone 
on under the Grit regime. 

Mr. Templeman was the last speaker 
ol the eveiung. Ilo would not, lie said, 
refer to the scliool question or the tarill" 
question, A'hieh had been dealt with by 
the previous speakers, and just on the 
eve of an electioD. the people.ho thought, 
had their minds already made up and 
argument on either side would not 
change tlu'ni. He would reiterate his 
])Ied.ge that he could not support any gov- 
ernment that would try to force on any 
province a system of education that was 
objectionable to the majority of the peo- 
ple. While avowing his support to Mr. 
Laurier's trade jioliey, he said that 
while he had at other places spoken of a 
uniform tarifl of 20 or lio j)er cent., lie j 
did not mean to say that he would give I 
the farmers tliat amount of protection, ' 
but had just used the figures to eluci- 
date his remarks that the farmers had 
as much right(to protection as the manu- 
facturers. He gave the credit of begin- 
ning the CDUstructioQ of the G.P.R. to 
the Liberals, and the only work that the 
Conservatives had to show for their 
term of ofQce was, he declared, 
the completion of the C. P. R. 
He did not believe that it was any 
jiroof of tlie proHjierity of C^ana.da that 
the savings banks showed a large in- 
crease of dejjosits, as stated by Mr. Iver 
at the Cedar Hill meeting. He could 
not see how that showed that the peo- 
j)le ha<l more money in their jiockets. 
It was only by the increase of p(jpula- 
tioii that a (tountry Hhowed its jirosper- 
ity. He tlien went on to sav that it was 
in the inteiest of British Columbia to 
reduce the tarill' and to put the 
-customs tariff on a revenue producing 
basis only. He expressed his regret 
that there should be any mud-slinging 
in this oampuign aud immediately^ after- 
wards cliarged tlie government with be- 
ing corrii; * and said it could not be oth- 
erwise with . dr Charhis Tn])peraiid Hon. I 
Mr. I Inggai-l in it. lie left it with the! 
people to draw their own conclusions in | 
regaril to Mr. .•\inorHeii'B charges agiiinst 
him, an<l wdiile denying all 
kiiowled;;e of the proceedingH 
relerri.'d to in the i!ulilishc;l 
aflidaviiB in which Mr F.G. Uichartis was 
ref(!rMMl to, said that if Mr. KichiirdH 
wanted to get some iiifonnation al)OUt 
" the nest of traitors at the corner of 
Broad and Fort streets," there was some 
justification for it. 

At the close of Mr. Tenipleman's 
speech, the chairman in winding n|) the 
proceedings gave as bis only reason for 
wanting to turn the government out 
that •' thev had been in too long." 



SIR CHARLES EIVEBS WILSON. 

The Veteran Financier and President of the 
Grand Trunk Railway Pays Vic- 
torla a Visit. 

Sir Charles Rivers Wilson, president 
of the Grand Trunk Railway of Canada, 
arrived here acconii)anied by Da<ly 
Wilson by last i.'veiiing's Oliarnier, hav- 
ing left their palatial private car at Yan- 
eouver, wlience it w ill be sent ahead to 
await tlieir arrival at Seattle. The 
visitors proceed to that city to- 
morrow, and will reliirn East over 
the Great Xurllicru route, visit- 
ing Helena and Butte cn rouie. 
Sir Charles Rivers Wilson, K.C.M.G., 
C.B., was born in England in ISIil; was 
educated at Eton and Balliol Codege, 
Oxford, and took bis U.A. degree in 
I.S53; in 1851) be became a clerk in tlio 
British Treasury, a«d was private secre- 
tary to the chancellor of the exc-heiiuer, 
Mr. Disraeli (lSfi7-S) and Mr. l.owe 
(lSOH-78.) He actetl as secretary to the 
royal commission on international I'oin- 
age of ISliS and in 1S71 was appointed 
complrollei--geiieral of the national debt 
odice, an appuintnienl which he long 
held. In 1S7G he was sent by the ISiit- 
ish government on aliiiancial mission to 
l\i;ypt, hut speedily retarnetl owing to a 
dis|)Ute witli the Khedive; and was ap- 
pointed an administrator of tlie Suez 
Canal Company, in which the British 
government held 176,00:2 shares out of 
100,000 shares of JE20 each, houirht from 
the Khedive in 187-1-5 for £4,080,000. In 
1S78 he was a royal commissioner for 
I ireat Britain in connection with the 
Paris exhibition, and in the same year 
was arting president of the inter- 
national I'Dui mission of in(|uiry in- 
to the resources of lOgypt. In conse- 
iiuenceol the repcjrt of tbn?' ciinimissi(jn 
a new Kgy|)lian cabinet was fni-nied — 
also in KS7S — in winch Mr. Wilson was 
Minister of l-'inance; but the jilan 
provi'd iur\ orkalde, and the ministry 
was difiinisseil in l.s7'J. Mr. Wilson w-as 
created a K. C. M. G. in 1880; and in 
the same year was appointed president 
of the international co'.iimission for the 
liciuidation of the JOgyptian debt . l^his 
comniissi(ni issued a report, on which 
was based a law of liquidation in Di) 
artricles, which were afterwards ap- 
proved by the Khedive. 

Sir Rivers was thus officiallyassociated 
with Egypt at the time — June 1879— the 
Saltan of Turkey, as a result of a de- 
cision of his council of ministers, deposed 
the then Khedive of l-!gypt, Isnniil 
I'asha, and aiipointed in his stead his 
son Meheniet Tewkif I'ashn. Prior to 
this a spirit of insubordimition had been 
manifested by the cjllicers of tlu^ 10i;yj)t- 
iaii army, -100 of whom, in I'ebruary 
of that year, menaced Sir Rivers Wilson 
and Nubar I'aslia at the ministry of 
finance and put their lives in 
jeopardy, the two ministers only being 
saved from a horrible fate by the iier- 
sonal intervention of the Khedive 
Ismail. The ofheers of tlie army were 
at tliat time unpaid, and many ol them 
in great straits as a consequence, there 
being fully 3,500 in the like plight and 
of the same frame of mind as the 400 
above referred to. 

Sneaking of the road, of which ho is 
jiresident, Sir Charles in a recent inter- 
view, stated that the prospects of the 
Crrand Trunk, botli in relation to its 
Canadian business and connections, aud 
to its .•\nierican support, are promising 
and most satisfactory.

I-taularanga, the insurgent leailer, 
with a niiiiiberof followers, attacked the 
forts of San Antonio, in ibis province. 
He was repulaud, \,nl in the meantime 
another force of insurgents burned the 
town, destroying ninety-five houses. 

MADRrn, .Tune 12. — A despatch from 
Havana says Cuban papers are protest- 
ing ag linst the conduct of the American 
consul at Cardenas, island of Cuba, in 
taking Spanish soldiers' testimony at an 
inquiry. The abov.- despatch docs not 
agree witli the cablti despatches whicli 
announce that the local press of Car- 
denas, province of Matanzas, is jiro- 
testing against the conduct of the 
American consular agent there, who is 
charged by the Spanish with allowing 
false witnesses to theeU'ect that the gov- 
ernment troops recently burned the 
plantation of an American. 

A despatch from Santiai;ode Cuba an- 
nounces that a prominent merchant of 
that place named ICmdio Dacardo has 
been imprisoned there, lie was arrest- 
ed, charged with conspiring against the 
government.

1-ix-Streel Coinmissinner l.ui'ry Cnin- 
niinga shot Ids wife ami atteniptijd to 
shoot his ilaiightor .Maria on Thursday 
evening at ISIO Broadway, Seattle. It 
was bis intention to end the well- 
jilaiiiied double murder with suicide, 
but his nerve failed him at the last mo- 
ment, and he is now in the county jail 
nursing a wounded finger. The whole 
affair einljodies such unheard of brutiUi- 
ty that the quiet neighborhood in which 
it took place was aroused to fierce in- 
dignation, and Itetetitive .Sam Corhelt 
lost no timi! in hurrying bis 
prisoner to jail in order to 
avoid possible comi)liciitions. Cum- 
iiiings diove to the scene of the in- 
teiiiled murder in his two-w-heeled cart, 
lied the bourse two blocks away, out of 
sight of the huiise, and then walked 
across lots through bushes to the lionse, 
where his wife and daughter had been 
living, Mrs. Cuuiniings having separated 
from him six weeks ago. Me walked 
into the kitchen where iMrs. Cunimings 
and her daughter were eating, and where 
an old lady Mrs. Maney, was sitting, 
and commenced to utter fierce oaths. 
As he j)ut his hands in his coat pockets 
his daughter (lea from the house, closely 
pursued by her father,' who drew bis 
gun and tried to shoot her down. Fail- 
ing in his aim he returned to the house 
and, corneiing his wife in a bed- 
room be smashed in the top of her head 
with a revolver. Ah he beat her to 
the llooi-, Thomas Maney, who owns 
the bouse, tried to enter the room, only 
to be driven from the house at the 
point ol the deadly reviilver. ('uin- 
inings then returned to bis butchery, 
and took two shots, jierhajis thrive, at 
his wife's head as .'-ho sat on tint floor in 
the corner, covered from head to foot 
with blood. One of the bullets crashed 
through her right shoulder, and the 
other struck an inch or so from 
her head. Her face was terribly 
binned by the powder. Thinking the 
woman dead. Oiiuiinings thought of kill- 
ing himsfdf, but brute as he had shown 
liiniseK t(j be, he did not liave tlie heart 
te carry his plan to a siici-cssful ternuna- 
tion. The wounded woman, at hist re- 
ports, was still living, although the doc- 
tors in attendance entertain but slight 
hope of her recovery. 



ARMENIANS BURNED ALIVE. 

Several Thousand Christians Mercilessly 
Slain by the Bloodthirsty Turl<8. 

CoNsrANri.voci.K, Juno 12. — A British 
oflicial report contains the following ac- 
count of the second massacre of Armen- 
ians at Oorfa: Then took place the burn- 
ing of the Oorfa Armenian cathedral, 
capable of holding 8,000 persons. rh<> 
priest administered the sacrament— and 
the last sacrament it proved to be — to 
1,800 souls. These remained in the ca- 
thedral oveJ night and in the morning 
weie joined by several hundred more 
who stniglit the protection of a 
building they consiii(M-(Mi safe from 
mob violenci^ Three tlioiisanil indi- 
viduals wcn^ cmigregated in the edifice 
wluMi the mob attacked it. They (the 
Turks) at lirsl lired in tbrongh the win- 
dows, then smashed in the iron doors 
and proceeded to massaeie all those, 
mostly men, who were on llie groiuul 
lloor. Having thus disposed of the men 
and having removed some of the younger 
women, the riHed the church treasure, 
shrines and ornaments to the extent 
of some .$17,000, eestroying the pic- 
tures and relics, culling on Christ 
now to prove himself ii greater prophet 
than .\labon)(!t. Having collei^led a 
(|uanl ity (;f bedding and t he (diurch mal- 
ting, tliey [loured some thirty cans of 
kerosene on it, es also on lh(> dead bod- 
ies lying about and then set lin^ to the 
whole. Th(! gallery lieanis and the 
wooden frame woilc soon caught lire, 
wberitupon, bloi^king uj) tlie staircase 
leading to the gallery, with similar in- 
ilamable material, the left the masses of 
struggling human beings to become the 
prey of the tlames.

TouoNTO, .lune 12. — Hcrliert Booth,

Tlie chairman opcneil the proceedings 
with a short address, at the outset 
thanking the late reiireaeiitatives for 
having secured lor the diatriet tho im- 
proved postal faeilitiea lately asked for. 
He called first npon Jlr. Thomas Karle. 

Mr. Earle, taking the platform amiilst 
hearty applause, reviewed briefly tlie 
course of events since in 1S91 the people 
of Metehosiii had, in common with the 
other districts of the constituency, en- 
dorsed his eahdidfllu're for the Oom- 
nions. He called attention to the beii- 
elits derived by Canada from the oper- 
ations of the National Policy, which he 
contrasted with the atandatill jjolicy of 
the Mackenzie government, which was 
raoidl}' bringing rtiin upon the country, 
when the [general electionj of 187S 
l)rough.La change. Judging from tlie sen- 
timents of the people as he liad heard 
them e.^pressed during the present can- 
vas.s, he thought it indisputable that 
what they want in this constituency is a 
continuance of the protective policy 
(hear, hear) ; and those who remember 
the conditions during the free port days 
know that under them profitable farming 
would be an impossiDility upon this 
island, for it would be simply overrun 
with the surplus ))roduets of the adjoin- 
ing states. lie noticed that, to suit tlie 
prevailing sentiment in the eoiiimnnity, 
ttie local caiuliilates of the opposition 
declare t hat they are not for free trade 
and tliut if the Liberal party is returned 
to power tlie jirotection to the farmers 
will not be interfered with. It might 
be that .Mr. Templenian, one of these 
(;aiiditlatea, bus aonie extraordinary in- 
fluence with his party and could 
shape their trade policy, but at presinit 
the policy of tiis leaders is certainly that 
of free-trade-as-they-have-it-in-England. 
(Hear, hear.) He showed how under 
protectioi/not only had agricultore flour- 
ished to a greater extent than ever be- 
fore, but manufacturing industries had 
been built up, and a greater market thus 
provided for tlie products of the farm, 
lie referred to the incident of tho pre- 
vious night's meeting at Coli|uit/., where 
a young htrnier whose Hynipatliies have 
l)e(!n with the Liberals, stood up at the 
(tlose and advocated greater protection 
for the fanners, and he expressed aur- 
|)riae that that gentleman should be 
found because of political atliliation 
supporting a jiarty whoae policy is 
directly opposed to his 'interests 
and those of the whole farming class, 
lie next touched briellv upon the .school 
1 1 nest ion , holding that this has been kept 
al ivi- soliily for political jiurpo.'^es ; and 
showing that on this a.s on the trade 
iliiestion the [lolii^y of the Liberal lead- 
ers is direcllv oiJiiosed to that which 
their candidates advoeiite in this ccm- 
atituency, lie confidently apked the 
en<lorsation of the governnient'H course 
in at tern pi ing to do justice to the niin- 
ority in .Manitoba, which iis well as their 
traile poH(-y he confid(?ntly ImptMl to .see 
endorsed by the electors of .Metcliosin on 
the -Jlh-d inst. (Applause.) 

ILjii. Dr. llelnickeii was next called to 
the plalfiu-in amidst the enthusiastic, 
long continued applause of the audience. 
He thought the question before the peo- 
ple here is simply one of self preserva- 
tion, and he could nut for a moment be- 
lieve that the electors of Metchosin 
would be so blind to their own interest 
as to throw away tho advantage of the 
[ii'otection which had (uiahled this coun- 
try to be hroiiglit to ils pr(tKeiit di;velop- 
rneiit since the time when, iony or (illy 
years ago, their forefathers cleared their 
tionies here out ol Ihe wilderness. (.Ap- 
plause.) Since the position (jf the 
Liberals on the trade <ineslion 
has been disputed, he would ri^ad 
from l\lr. Laurier'a dechiratioii upon this 
point, made in a letter written on the 
'ind of this niontb, whieii was that the 
tariir upon the necessaries of life should 
be reduced, and that they should be 
made as nearly free as possible, "even 
in many cases entirely free." (Hear, 
hear.) He wanted to know what are 
the necessaries of life but the products 
of the farm, iind if the protection is to 
be taken from tliefic In; thought the 
firmera of Metchosin might make U[) 
their mimls t - the total loss of their 
market, and like the Indian to go down 
on tho beach and dig chuiia for their sus- 
tenanc(!. (Great aiijilause.) He w-ould 
not go into the ]\Ianitoba aidiool (luea- 
tioii further than to say that those who 
go into the law nmst obey the decisions 
of the courts of law, whether they be 
municipalities or imlividualB, and that 
is just the position of .Manitoba. Ho 
felt that tho governiiient there w-ould 
consent to a friendly adjustment of this 
question as soon as the Dominion elei:- 
tionsare over, <\nd he advised the jieuple j 
h(^re not on account of this (juestion to 
allow 



Dominion polities is, ■ the way to 
get a living, to which the governtneiit is 
jiroperly attending by jiroviding experi- 
mental farms and travelling dairies. 
(.\p|)lause.) Protection ho regarded not 
as artilicial hut natural — the most natu- 
ral thing in the w-orid, and aiiici! wo 
must have a tariff to raise revenue he 
wanted to know wli}' it should not be 
made use of to protect the industries of 
the country. Ho was happy to see that 
th^'pilibtection is not eonlincd to the 
land, but extends over the sea, to the 
salmon worth so many millions to the 
province, to the oysters, to the lobsters, 
to the small lish of all kinds, and to the 
seals— everywhere protection being in 
request. He felt that ihe day is coming 
when Great Britain and her colonies will' 
havo to protect themselves, by what 
plan he would not now say, but he felt 
that the plan would surely be produced! 
before long. He felt that the country is 
on the eve of renewed prosperity, the 
development of tho mines meaning the 
advent of pco[)le w-ho have means 
with which to live in the country 
and whom the farniera .can supidy. In 
concluaion he woulil read airain what 
Mr. Laurier says about his tarill', for fear 
any of the audience bad not yet grasped 
its signilicanci^. (Laughter.) These 
were the worsts: "All the necessaries 
of life should he more lightly taxed, or 
as lu^arly frci^ as iioaaible, and in many 
ca.ses entirely free." If that waa what 
they wanted they knew what to do; if 
it was not, why then they should as bo- 
fore cast a solid vote for Earle and Prior. 

The round after round of applause 
which followed these closing words of 
the venerable Doctor, showed unmis- 
takeably the choice to he made by his 
audience, and U) such an extent was the 
applause prolonged that I )r. 1 lelnicken 
felt compelled to rise in acknowledg- 
ment. 

llou. K. a. Prior waa received with 
cntliuaiasni, and in opening his reniarka 
thanked his frienda in .Metchosin for the 
alniost uuaninioua support which he has 
always received from this district. Pro- 
ceeding to deal with the trade question 
he read some striking ami interesting 
statistics showing what has been accom- 
plished by the National Policy in pro- 
viding ami keeping for tho farmers and 
manufacturers of this country, the home 
markets which formerly hail been hlrgely 
supplied from abroad. He spoke of 
the ellbrts being made to secure ])re- 
ferential trade, to make the connection 
of the coloniea with the Empire of 
mutual udvautn^e coininercially by 
bringuig into tfl'ect some scheme by 
which the colonies and the Knipiro may 
give the preference to each other in ])ur- 
chasiiig the goods which they cannot 
produce at home. There is now, he 
pointed out, a large and constantly in- 
creasing party in England who are 
claincring for protection to the farming 
interests, and lio thought that the in- 
terests rcpieacnted by this party would 
be K : ved by tho accxnnp'ishment of the 
idea of iireferential trade. Mr. Temple- 
man and others on his side have pro- 
mised that they would not take ofT tho 
duties on farm products, but he asked 
what would Mr. Temploman's individual 
desire count for in conllict with the wish 
of his leaders, the men who make the 
policy of the party? He referred next 
to the famous " gerrymander " bill, of 
which the opposition candidates en- 
deavored to make capital in Metcliosin, 
as elaewliere. He felt that he waa too 
well known in Metchosin for anyone 
there to believe him capable of the trick 
his opponents thought proper to charge 
against him, but he would state briefiv 
that his sole idea in bringing in the bill 
waa to enable the electors of the country 
districts to vote nearer home, and that 
its effect would not have been, as wrong- 
ly allegeil, to have one single name 
now on the list left off the 
new lists. (Apulause.) He would 
g'ly a few words, too, in reference to the 
British Pacilic railway, concerning which 
Mr. Templeman had allegetl that Ik; 
(Col. Prior) told "a deliberate lie" to 
the Hoard of Trade. Me did not think 
it necessai-y to comment unon this 
kind ol laniiuage, which is not 
he ia in the, habit of using 
but he w-onld state here as elsewhere 
that what he had said about the British 
Pacilic was gospel truth. (Applause.) 
riie amount in aid of tl:e commence- 
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nient of that line was put into the list of 
Biibsidica for presentation to the Ho ise, 
and will be in again when parliament 
meets after the election. Sir Charles 
Tapper, he might say, is a man with un- 
bounded faith in the future of this Wes- 
tern country, and he fully believe.-^ in 
assisting in its devehjpment. .Vlter a 
brief reference to the Slanitcdia school 
(|uesli(Ui,aml the desireof t he gov(;rnment 
to carry out the treaty made wit h the 
minority in Manitoba, in conclusiion he 
confidently asked the electors of .Met- 
cliosin to again endorse Mr. l'",arU; and 
himself by giving them a solid vote on 
the '-'ord of ,Iune. (Apfdause.) 

Col. Prior then announced that if any 
person wished to speak on behalf of the 
opposition candidates he would be al- 
lowed twenty minutes — all the time 
available as it was then 11 o'clock and 
there were other speakers on the pro- 
gramme. 

Mr. .-\i-gyle asked if the subsidy for the 
British Pacilic would be voted next ses- 
sion, if the i)rcs(!iit go\-ernnient remain 
in power; and if ho what good would it 
be since the provincial government had 
refused to do anything for the road. 

Col. Prior replied that tin! aubsidy 
would certainly be asked fiuiii the 
Mouse of Coninions ; and ho lelt con- 
liilentthat the local government also will 
do their jjait — perhaps giving a little 
more land and less money than asked 
for iaat session. 

Mr. A. Martin, of \'icloi'ia, then came 
forward, in response to Col. Prior's invi- 
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tation, as a speaker on behalf of tho op- 
position. Having prott^sted that he 
wantetl at least half an hour for his ad- 
dresa, he first wanted to know from Col. 
I'ri(5r if any other member of the gov- 
ernment has told about the British Pa- 
cilic subsidy. 

The Cdlonel freely admitted that he 
did not know, as he had no means of 
keeping track of the other ministers and 
what they have said since he left Ottawa. 
{Lac.gliter and apiilause.) 

.Mr. Martin declared that it was simply 
an iinlieard of iiroceeding for a member 
of the government to make such an an- 
nouncement, and he asked what the 
Colonel had to say to that. 

Col. Prior reminded the gentleman 
that it ia to the Ciovernor t^eiieral his 
iiiiiiistera are responsible for their state- 
ments. (.\pplaiise.) 

Mr. Martin was then asked to take the 
platform (he was on the smooth dancing 
floor), but he resisted the invitations of 
the chairman, Col. Priorand tlie audience, 
and stuck to his i>lace on the floor, 
where be continued in a strain which 
led someone to admonish liim, amidst 
great laughter, lo "keep cool." Mr. 
.Martin proceeded to describe the woes 
of the farmers untier the National Pol- 
icy, until live minutes ,T,fter his allotted 
Ivventy minutes were up, and the chair- 
man called "Time." Col. Prior re- 
(juested that i\Ir. Martin be allowed the 
otlier live niinults of the half-hour for 
which he had asked, and this was 
agreed to, one gentleman in the 
audience remarking approvingly : 
"It's as good as Othello." Idr. 
Martin proceeded for upwards of 
ten minutes, during which he 
vehemently denied that Mr. Laurier has 
advocated free trade as it is in England. 
Mr. Earle politely showed him that he 
waa mistaken, reading from the Mon- 
treal Gazette what Mr. Laurier said on 
the subject at Winnipeg two years ago, 
and also stating that he had liiniaelf 
heard Mr. Laurier make that stiiteinont. 
Mr. Martin refused to believe that the 
(iazette etiitorial containe-d a correct 
statement (jt Jlr. Laurier'a wortls, but 
exjilicitly oU'ered to vote for Col. Prior 
at the coming election if it can he shown 
in the Hansard that Mr. Laurier ever de- 
clared hini.self for fiee trade as they have 
it in Kngland to-day. \Vhen thirty-live 
minutes were up the chairman called 
" Time " and Mr. Martin took his seat. 

Mr. Earle rosn to answer him, with 
the remark: "The best assistance that 
you can give us is to stay where you 
are, for the more and oftener you speak 
the better for us." He proceeded to re- 
fer to an iiu-idental remark near the close 
ol .Mr. Martiii'ii address about i he " rep- 
tilt^ fund " by the aid of which, that 
gentleman iiad said, the Liberal-Con- 
servative candidates throughout the 
cotintry are endeavoring to get into par- 
liiimeiit. .Mr. Farlo remarked 
that we had liearil something 
in this province about a ean- 
didatt! who has been spending thousands 
of dollars in the hope of buying a..8eut in 
parliament. 
Mr. Martin — Name ! Name ! 
Mr. Earle said he fancied the gentle- 
man knew to whom he rc'fe.rreil, and 
added: "1 woiilil not want a lielter 
electicuieering agent than Mr, Martin, 
and the best part of it is he doesn't cost 
me a i^ent — he is not paid by me, under- 
sland." 

Tliere was great laughter at this point, 
in which Mr. .Martin did not join, buthe 
indignantly demanded what did l\Ir. 
Farli! mean to insinuate — was it that 
i\lr. Martin is paid by auyho'.ly'.^ 

Mr. Earle proceeded to deal with the 
more important questions before the 
meeting, but Mr. Martin appealed to 
the chairman for "fair play" and an 
answer. 

The Chairman confessed, amidst ap- 
plause, that he did not aynipatliizo to 
an\' extent with Mr. Martin's |)rotest, 
having a vivid recollection of the inci- 
dent last week when Mr. Martin called 
him a "curiosity" and would not hear 
a word from him in explanation, 

Mr. Karle proceeded with his address, 
dealing vigorously with the asserli(j|is 
made by -Mr. Ma- tin and his allegationa 
of misrepresentation, and he asked tho 
people of Metchosin as soon as they 
fmind him and Col. Prior guilty of any 
iniHiepuesentiition, to withdraw froiii 
them the support they have so cordially 
given in the past. 

Col, Prior then read from the Han- 
sard, extracts from several speeches by 
Mr. Laurier, declaring for free trade 
without qualification, these speeches 
having been read to tho House of Coiii- 
mona by Hon. Dr. Moutaguu and Ihua 
i ])lac«il upon the official record. 

Mr. Martin was allowed to inspect the 
section from Hansard from wliich tho 
Colonel had read, but when he had done 
so he refused to admit that the proof 
called, for had been furnished, because 
the spcechei! had been read to the House 
by Dr. Montague insteatl of Mr. I^aur- 
ier. The proof, however, waa certainly
